Colon in Ashes. 

Colon, Sept.— 23. — Three-fourths of tho 
city is in ashes.

city where the buildings were too far apart 
to facilitate tho spread of tho flames. The 
shipping at the docks was saved. Terrible 
scenes of disorder marked the progress of 
the conflagration, Crowds of rioters and 
plunderers roamed the streets, and in dis- 
persing these gangs, the police found it 
necessary to tire upon them and several 
persons wore killed. Tho tire was uncon- 
trollable from the start, and swept with 
wonderful rapidity through the buildings in. 
three directions, including the quarter de- 
voted to private residences. Among the 
public buildings destroyed are the postoflicu 
and steamship agencies. The guests in the 
hotels were panic-stricken, but all escaped. 
The total loss is estimated at §150,000. No- 
lives were lost. It is thought that the ori- 
gin of the lire was accidental.

JAPANESE NEWS. 



A (Scuttle Post-Intelligencer.) 

£?• Wliilu travelling throu»li Ska«it. cuunty 
( ^recently a correspondent of thu Post-in- 
ielligencer met '.). 1!. Fravel, a well- 
known pioneer of Puprut Sound, at his 
ranch, ttt thu baso or thoChuckanut range, 
near the town of Blanchard. While con- 
versing with Mr. Fravel and enjoying 
i through Ilia doorway the mntchleaa view 
over tho azure waters of Samiah bay and 
Rosnrio straits, and the dark green .slopes 
of Guonioa, Sinclair, Samish, Fidaljjo and 
Hat Maud, g'owing in tho light . 1" an 
Italian afternoon, thu pioneer related 
very interesting reminiscences of 
his personal connection with a gigan- 
tic enterprise now \\ oil nigh fbr- 
gotten, in which, about a quarter of 
» century ago, millions of capital was 
interested. This great enterprise waa

the scheme for seeming transoceanic 
telegraphic cotnmunication by the way of 
Behring'a strait and Siberia. Cyrus 
Field. had just raado an attempt to lay 
another cable across the Atlantic with tho 
Groat Eastern, anH tho cable had snapped 
in mid-ocean. Many capitalists of thu 
East, believing that Field's idea of a 
trans - Atlantic cable cmi'd never be 
realized, formed a corporation to extend 
a telegraph lino from .San Francisco up 
■<uhe coast to Behring'a strait, and con- 
nect by cable with a lino across Siberia 
to a connection with tho telegraphic 
systems of the Old World. 

"1 think ic was ill I860, said Mr. 
Fravel, "that the construction fleet oi 
tho company began operations on Puget 
Sound. Tho company had for the 
construction of the line a largo force 
of m n, organized and uniformed, 
like an army. The steamer George 
t , S. Wright was the flagship of the 
expedition. R. R. Ilainos was superin- 
tendent of construction. It waa lively 
limes on Paget sound that season. A 
large uuraber 'if ships loaded with sup- 
plies and material comp sed the fleet, 
nuiont! them the Fremont, Milton, Bad- 
ger, Palmetto, Nightingale, Jennie I'itts, 
Egniorit and others. The lino to New 
Westminster was called the California 
fttato Telegraph Company. Beyond that 
it was known as the Collins Overland and 
Western Union Extension. The line I 
followed tho eastern shore of tho Sound | 
, to New Westminster. Tlut solitary pole 
standing in the mud on the ban!; of the 
slough yonder is a remnant of the origin- 
al lino. Another line was constructed by 
the way ot Fidalgo and the Sail .1 nan 
,'iauds to Victoria. Tho line was con- 
structed about SO') miles north of Now 
'Westminster to Skeena, when the com- 
plete success rf Cyrus Field's Atlantic 
cable suddenly puS a stop to the con- 
struction. The large organization en- 
gaged on the construction was mustered 
out, and tho materials that could be re- 
covered were t:iken away. Thousands of 
tons of wire and material distributed 
along the hue through the woods of Brit- 
ish Columbia remain there to this day. 
Years afterwards a party of woodsmen 
brought to Victoria a cargo of the wire, 
which they ottered for sale, The assigns 
nf the company seized it immediately, 
The Seabeck mill sawed out thousands of 
the poles for tho lino, which were piled 
tip on the mill wharf and lay there until 
burned with the mill a few years ago. 
The captain of tho ship Egmont, which 
by in Esquimalt with a cargo of sub- 
marino cable, got drunk and ran oil' with 
the ship's papers. The vessel lay in the j 
burbot' for two years, unable to clear. 
Her owners G Willy patched up Hawaiian 
papers for her, and she sailed away. 

"Tlie line was operated to Skeena for 
two years. The American end of the 
Li«c was absorbed by tho Western Union. 
It went out of existence two years ago 
when the company abandoned its system 
from Seattle northward. Geo. II. Mum- 
ford, afterwards vice-president of the 
Western Union, came oift here in 1872 
and wound up the affairs of tho company.

Mr. Fravel was in the servico of tho 
company on construction, and for fifteen 
years afterward as operator at Blanchard.

MORE FARMERS WANTED. 

British Columbia ought to raise its uivn 
Lroadstuffs. It has hoan proved that as 
good wheat can bo ni-el in thia province 
us in any part of America. Wheat grown 
in tho vicinity of Victoria this year 
weighs sixty-four pounds to tho bushel. 
This, as every fanner knows, is a splen- 
<lii sample of wheat. Sixty pounds is 
tho standard weight of a bushel of wheat. 
There is sufficient land, we are assured, 
near the coast to raise bread enough for n 
population of two hundred thousand. If 
this is the ease, the land tlioukl be made 
available without delay. If it pays the 
farmers of Oregon, Washington and Man- 
itoba to grow wheat for consumption in 
llritwii C-.nVnbia, it gliculJ gtieoly pay 
British Columbia to raise its own wheat. 

Wo wo aid not be at all surprised if it 
turned out that better wheat can bo 
grown ia this province than in Manitoba. 
In that province although the growth is 
rapid, the season is very short, and the 
crop is liable to bo killed by August 
frosts, Here the season is long and there 
is no eaily frost to hurt tho growing 
grain. It seems to in thai winter wheat 
<o ild bo cultivated with tub ant ge ill ifcis 
province. The climate is like that of 
England and in England splendid winter 
uhuat is grown. Th'-To ii not much snow 
bore and a good fall of snow is considered 
necessary in Ontario for the successful 
cultivation of winter wheat. But if wo 
have not the snowfall of Ontaiio neither 
have we the heavy frost of that province. 
The use of tho snow is to keep the plant 
•warm during the season of frost but in a 
climate where the frost is n it severe tho 
anow is not required. It would we think 
be worth .some enterprising fanner's 
while to try how winter who it would 
grow, say in Saanich or in tho Wes min- 
ster district. Perhaps tho experiment 
has been tried already, if it has we would 
like to know the result. 

There is quite as little doubt that Bri- 
tish Columbia can produce its nu n butter 
ns that it can raise its own broad. There 
arc fine tracts of land in the province 
suitable for dairy farms. Largo quanti- 
ties of butter and what is sold f >r 1 utter 
are imported, so tho dairy farmer would 
have ft market ready for all tho butter lie 
could mako. Wo are quito certain that 
tho housekeepers of tho province would 
greatly prefer the undoubtedly genuine 
homo produced article to the question- 
Able imported one. , Tho prices at 
which British Columbia butter 
sells ought to be Bufticiont to 
encourage its production at home. If the 
Eastern fanner had the prospect of get- 
ting thirty; thirty-live and fifty cents a 
pound for his butter, he would care vt ry 
little about American reciprocity. Ho 
-would consider that his fortune wasmade. 
It is said that agricultural land is scarce 
in this province, but there is quite enough 
of it to raise plenty of broad and bu tur 
for many times its present, population. 

This province, too, imports eggs and 
bacon. This is not because chickens and 
pigs cannot be raised ill it. Wo should 
nay that the supply of poultry and pork- 
need only bo limited by tho demand. The 
demand is brisk now, and tho prices are 
good, and tho prospect ia that in thia 
province thoro will always be a good de- 
mand for those and other products of the 
farm. All that ib required is men able 
and willing to devote their energies to the 
cultivation of tho soil. British Columbia 
wants more farmers, men who uuder- 
Htnml their business and are prepared to 
carry it on energetically niid intelligent- 



ly. Tho largo importation of farm pro- 
duce of different kinds shows that ono of 
tho needs of tho proyinoo is a farming 
population. Mr. Gosncll is reported to 
have mid that there aro no mills in the 
province to grind tko farmors' 
wheat B)fter ho raises it, This is a 
mistake. There aro mills, and very good 
ones, in different parts c& the country, 
and moro would bo erected if there was 
moro wheat to grind. Mr. Gosuell may 
have boon thinking of tho feet that thoro 
aro places in tho province at u distance 
from railway where wheat is raised and 
ground, but thoexpouseof conveyance is so 
great that it does not always pay to convey 
it to market. This is an evil that will, we 
trust, -soon be remedied. The province 
is becoming better known and bettor 
settled, and tho time is, we^re confident, 
not far distant when tho farmers who 
cultivate its fertile valleys will .have the 
railway accommodation they so greatly 
need. Tho exhibitions that aro being held 
in the different farming centres -will mako 
the agricultural capabilities of the pro- 
vince more widely known, and attract to 
it the class of settlers it so g>e*tly needs. 
Tho ag licultlliul societies should bo inde- 
fatigable in their exertions to OtmvhlCO 
the world that there are fertile areas in 
this province capable of yielding in great 
perfection all the products of tilt: .tem- 
perate isoue. By making it known abroad 
that delicious fruits, splondid grain and 
fine cattle, horses and sheep are raised, 
and can bo raised, in this province, tiiey 
will bo doing if a service of almost incal- 
culable value. 



THE CATHEDRAL. 

It ia cheering to see the leading men of 
the Church of England in this city under- 
taking to build a cathedral ill eo cheerful 
and bo liberal a spirit 113 was manifested 
at the meeting on Monday evening. It 
cannot be said that tho erection of a 
cathedral oil Church Hill is a- matter 
s'doly of denominational concern. The 
building will be a very conspicuous one. 
It will be either an ornament to tho city 
cira deformity, ft structure to which men of 
all denominations can point with pride 
or ono which they will bo ashamed of and 
have to apologize for to Btrangors. 
Every citizen of Victoria, therefore, 
should feel an iutorest in the building, 
and should desire that it will be 
worthy not ' nly of the denomination to 
which it belongs, but of the city of which 
ir must form so prominent a feature. We 
would not be at all surprised if this con- 

gnlontipn should istlvi?? men who do not 
b°loh2 to the Church of England to con- 
tribute handsomely to the fund for tho 
orcction of the Cathedral. Tho days of 
intolerance and bigotry aro passed. Men 
of all Protestant denominations aro lind- 
ing out that their differences are after 
all insignificant, and that they have a 
very great coal in common. So general 
and so strong has this feeling become 
that the proposed to erect a vast cathe- 
dral in New York for tho use of men uf 
all denominations was well received and 
mot with much encouragement. The 
members of the Church of England can- 
not help the citiaans regarding their 
cathedral as a sort of public building — 
an institu'ion of Victoria, as it were— 
which they for their ownsakes and for the 
cry's sake, would like to see as handsome 
land as grand as it can bo made by tho 
expenditure of money and the skill of 
i the architect. These are, of course, 
I worldly considerations, but we are look- 
ing at the Cathedral just now from a 
j worldly point of view. Wc want to see 
if, tho prido of Victoria, and wo believe 
that the gentlemen who have it in hand 
will make it such.

A i'EEP AT MA LIS. 



M. Flammarion, the eminent astrono- 
mer, says:— "I have just, received some 
now observations concerning tho planet 
Mars made this summer at some of the 
principal observatories of our own planet, 
They teach us soino very strange things, 
lb seems that at certain Bosons of the 
year tho oceans of tho planet Mars are di- 
vided into two parts, just as if a gigantic 
bridge or bank of S'md had been thrown 
across the ill from one shore to the other. 
For instance, there is, among other seas 
hi tho planet Mars, one situated at the 
SlOth degree longitude east of the uioiidi- 
an 0.25 degrees longitude on the theastral 
■tropic. On account of the isola ion as 
well as the superficial area, this sea >e- 
•sembles our Hlack sea. Hitherto this sea 
lias always been observed as uniform and 
nearly circular, but last dune M. Schiap- 
arelli, of tho Milan observatory, discov- 
ered that this sea was cut in two by a yel- 
low baud which divides it into unequal 
parts. A lake, somewhat similar to our 
Lake Tsthad, was also noticed to have 
boon divided into two parts at tho same 
4X010. An excellent and very tuintlto ob- 
server in England discovered that live 
immense canals were also divided into 
two parts by two straight* lin cs absolutely 
parallel to each other, in the sumo manner 
that a certain number of enigmatic canals 
were noticed to have boon divided some 
years bro. What can these seas, lakes 
.and canals, that divide themselves up in 
this manner, be ? As inhabitants or this 
earth we have only our observatories and 
our terrestrial ido:i3 in our mind, 'I h'j:;o 
.are insufficient to divine what tikes pi ice 
in another world, but such discoveries 
are none the less worthy of all our atten- 
tion."
